To us in the Diocese she will always be 
remembered and her name cherished asthe builder of 
the Chapel of Grace, a beautiful memorial of a 
beautiful life. We thank God for her life and ex- 
ample.

Since the last number of The 
The World’s Troubles Pacific Churchman appeared 

the mass strike has_ taken 
place. li was a sad experience. There was violcnce 
and death. Hatred and intolerance grew. Distrust and 
suspicion are left behind. As I suggested in the “ad- 
monition” of a month ago, we Christian people have 
a real duty to perform in these trying times We 
can not, we must not, be passengers carried along 
without making any contribution to the movement of 
social forces. There are at least four things we ought 
to do. The first is to try to be intelligent about the 
social movements of the day. We can not, most of us, 
know the details of many of the questions af issue 
here and through the world; but we can all of us 
learn something of the major trends in the world. 
Let us try to be intelligent. 

The second is to try to be Christian. The standard 
of judgment in all these social questions is fer us 
Christians Christ and the Kingdom of God as he pre- 
sented it. The question is ultimately not whether our 
business will profit or our condition be improved; or 
our Nation grow richer or more powerful. it is 
whether the Kingdom of God—-the commonwealih of 
love—will be furthered. 

The third is to remember that to be Christian in- 
cludes (as I said last month) keeping one’s head. We 
must not be frightened, for after all God reigns. We 
must not be intolerant, for after all Christ ‘s our 
Master. We must remember that the other fellow, 


whatever he may be—New Dealer, rugged individ- 
ualist, Tory of the old school, Republican or Demo- 
crat, Socialist or even Communist—may be, indeed 
perhaps is, as honest and as intelligent as we are our- 
selves. It is a disquieting thought. There is nothing 
more joyfully satisfying than to be absolutely sure 
that we are right and all who disagree with us are 
wrong; but that is seldom, if ever, the case. As soon 
as we recognize the facts we are likely to keep our 
heads and be more Christian. 

And so the fourth and last contribution we can 
make is to add to our intelligence and our sanity, our 
earnest and constant prayer. Let us pray daily for 
light and wisdom and love for ourselves and espe- 
cially for all those who have responsibility toward 
the settlement of our troubles.

some of the matters to come before 
it. Let me now, since many of us are coming back 
from vacation and all of us, I hope, are thinking a 
little of the active year of parish life ahead of us, ask 
again for a resolution from every one of us to make 
a first duty the worship of God in the company of 
His people every Sunday. It means to us new strength 
and comfort in trouble, new light and wisdom in 
life’s problems, steadier growth in Christian living 
and sturdier courage to do our duty in the world. 
Let every Sunday be a go-to-church Sunday.

The Archdeacon’s Letter 
Dear Readers: 

Just a word concerning a vacation. In what dio- 
cese did you spend yours? I spent mine in three. 
lirst I camped in El Dorado County, on the shores 
of Lake Tahoe, in the Diocese of Sacramento. Its 
Bishop is the Rt. Rev. A. W. Noel Porter, D. D. He 
it is who was my predecessor as Archdeacon of our 
Diocese. During his service as Archdeacon he insti- 
tuted the Laymen’s Conference and gave great help 
in planning the Diocesan Pilgrimage to Inspiration 
Point and the Wayside Cross. It would be hard to 
tell of his labors during the litthe more than 2 year 
that he has been Bishop of Sacramento. He has been 
incessanily on the go, holding missions and making 
the people Church conscious. The Diocese consists of 
the northern counties, with about fifty thotsand 
square miles and a population of about four hundred 
and twenty thousand. 

On Sundays, and sometimes on other days, I wan- 
dered across the State line into the District of Nevada 
and worshipped at “Galilee,” the district’s summer 
holiday grounds, where are held the district’s Convo- 
cation and the summer school. These were very well 
attended this year, over one hundred being at the 
school. The Bishop is the Rt. Rev. Thomas Jenkins, 
D. D., formerly of Oregon. His specialty seems to be 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools. It will not be long be- 
fore every child in Nevada is enrolled in one of

In Memoriam—Mrs. W. H. Crocker

On Saturday, July 21, a beloved and devoted mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Church entered into the greater 
life after an illness that was faced with great courage 
and fortitude. She possessed many of the greater 
attributes of life—beauty, charm, great animation, as 
well as beauty of soul. 

Mrs. Crocker was born in Stockton, known for its 
beautiful girls. After a courtship in Sacramento at 
the home of a friend the young couple settled later 
in San Francisco, where a lovely home was built at 
California and Jones streets. Here four children were 
born and baptized by the minister of Grace Church, 
the Rev. R. C. Foute, in the bay-window of the l- 
brary, where now stands the baptistry of Grace Cathe- 
dral, in memory of this priest. After the fire this en- 
tire block was donated for Grace Cathedral. 

A new home, “New Place,” was erected at Hills- 
borough and here the gracious mistress presided, en- 


tertaining many notables, including the King and. 


Queen of Belgium. Meanwhile, a beloved sister had 
married and, residing in Europe, was often visited 
across the seas. 

From the first of her married life Mrs. Crocker, be- 
sides being a devoted wife and mother, realized her 
responsibilities in the stewardship of earthly posses- 
sions. Many were her charities and many received 
her bounty. She was especially kind to young girls. 

When the World War came, Mrs. Crocker imme- 
diately took up war work, employing two secretaries 
at “New Place” for years to assist her in the great 
work of relief-—a restoration of one village in France 
being one of her works of mercy. Hardly was this 
village completely rebuilt than she conceived in that 
busy brain of hers the beautiful idea of building and 
equipping the lovely Chapel of Grace, as a thank of- 
fering to God, with its priceless Connick windows, 
chaste antique altar, carved Flemish reredos, Floren- 
line credence table; even selecting the crystal crucifix 
on the altar. All was her tender thought while abroad. 
She also planned the baptistry in memory of the 
minister who christened her dear children, again 
demonstrating her sentiment and showing her unsel- 
fishness by allowing other friends of this rector to 
contribute to the font itself—-the rest being her gift, 
including the lovely Connick window of the “three 
mysteries,” with the Oriental Madonna holding the 
Christ child and the lily for purity. 

Few have accomplished so much in one lifetime as 
she did, truly assuming the responsibilities cf wealth, 
unselfishly devoting a lifetime to service. Not content 
with being a social leader alone, she was a wonderful 
wife, mother and philanthropist and beloved by many. 
Mrs. Crocker truly lived up to the traditions of her 
Church and served her God. All who came in con- 
tact with her, and they were many, will ever revere 
her memory and ever pray for her peace and happi- 


ness in the larger life of service to which she has 
heen called. In dear Mrs. William H. Crocker’s beau- 
tiful life and passing one can truly say: “Blessed are 
the dead who die in the Lord. They rest from their 
labors and their works do follow them.”

them. The difficulties of his district are miles and 
more miles. There are nearly one hundred and ten 
thousand square miles, with a population of only 
ninety-one thousand. Think of the population of 
Berkeley spread over an area nearly ten thousand 
times as large as that of Berkeley. The altitude of 
Nevada makes the work exceedingly difficult. The 
clergy are often compelled to leave the district be- 
cause of the effect the altitude has on them or on 
members of their families. But the Bishop has to 
stay on, so it becomes him to be a bit careful of his 
health. We are glad that the Bishop has recovered 
from the attack he had during the school this sum- 
mer. For a day or two we were quite alarmed about 
him. It was a great privilege to give thanks for his 
recovery during the communion service on St. James 
Day, at the outdoor altar at Galilee. 

During the summer I went from the Tahoe Basin 
across the hills into Nevada and traveled southward 
to Mono Lake and up the Leevining Canyon bv the 
Tioga Pass road to Saddle Back Lakes and climbed 
to the Conness Glacier. Here I was in the District of 
San Joaquin. It is the district of the Rt. Rev. Louis 
Childs Sanford, D. D. He is president of the Province 
of the Pacific and has been its genial presiding officer 
for years. He is the Bishop who lays claim to having 
both the highest peak in the United States, Mount 
Whitney, and the lowest depression, Death Valley. 
There is nothing like having something high as well 
as something low to boast of. The district has thirty- 
five thousand square miles and a population of about 
five hundred and thirty-eight thousand. Bishop San- 
ford is its first Bishop. For many years he was a 
presbyter in our Diocese-—his last charge here having 
been St. John the Evangelist, San Francisco. 

The women of the Church know all this but this 
has been written for the benefit of the laymen who, 
if they would like to know more about the Church 
and her work, are urged by the Laymen’s Confer- 
ence Committee (Mr. Kessler, chairman) to aitend 
the Laymen’s Conference at Menlo Junior College, 
September 1-3. I know it will be a good conference 
because the committee turned down nearly all my 
suggestions. 

I am writing this the day before I leave for the 
Missionary Education Conference at Asilomar. If | 
can be of any help in getting mission study classes 
going in any parish or mission of the Diocese, please

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Grace Cathedral Notes .. . 


A Review of the Ninth Edition of “Wings of Healing” 
By Charles W. Lowry, Phil. D. 


It is unusual for a work of non-fiction to run into many 
editions. This is especially true in the field of religion and 
theology. Not, of course, that such a phenomenon is 
unknown. There are classics like George Adam 
Smith’s “Historical Geography of the Holy Land,” a 
twenty-fifth edition of which was issued a year or 
so ago; and Percy Dearmer’s “The Parson’s Hand- 
book,” which, if I remember rightly, has gone 
through fourteen or fifteen editions. Then there are 
books like the early “Meanings” of Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick. But for every one such there are scores, if 
not hundreds, of volumes on religion which never 
know more than one printing and any exception to 
this rule is at least a sign of vitality and helpfulness 
in the favored book. 


We may, therefore, congratulate the editors of 
“Wings of Healing” and Dean Gresham, who has col- 
laborated so extensively with them, on the issuance 
of a ninth edition. It must be that there are many 
who have found help and healing, inspiration and 
stimulus in this littlhe book of devotion. 


An examination of the “Wings of Healing” leaves 
one in no way surprised that this has been the case. 
It is an anthology of inspirational readings, including 
both prose and poetry, no one more than a page long. 
Each selection is prefaced by a sentence from Holy 
Scripture and on the opposite and preceding page 
there is a comment by the Dean of Grace Cathedral. 
The book is designed, as the sub-title indicates, to 
provide a thought for every week and on this scheme 
its use would extend to a period lasting well over a 
year, for there are seventy-four readings in all. It 
might be used equally well on a daily basis. 


One can not but be struck by the propriety and the 
inherent excellence of the sctintarel quotations. The 
comments, while inevitably uneven in quality, are 
always rich in suggestion and not infrequently go to 
the heart of the matter in drawing out the meaning 
of the given selection. They abound in apposite quo- 
tations from Scripture and elsewhere and in striking 
allusions and citations for comparison. Occasionally 
one is struck by something extraordinarily acute and 
criginal, as when (page 132) in dealing with the ques- 
tion, “What was the greatest word of Christ?” the 
Dean suggests the answer, not love but life. The 
selected readings comprise many rare and beautiful 


things. Here one will find “The Search,” a sonnet by 
Anna Hamilton Wood; John Oxenham’s “A Little Te 
Deum of the Commonplace;” Dean Gresham’s poem, 
written for the San Francisco Community Chest, 
“The City of Man;” the great war padre, G. A. Stud- 
dert Kennedy’s lines beginning, “Peace does not mean 
the end of all our striving;” “The Bridge Builder” 
(the author of which, by the way, is Will Allen 
Dromgoole) ; and Rabindranath Tagore’s “Because of 
Thee”-—high points in the book for me. If I were to 
make one criticism it would be that the devotional 
classics and such religious poetry as that of George 
Herbert, Henry Vaughan, Wordsworth, Blake, Fran- 
cis Thompson, or even Tennyson and Browning, are 
unrepresented. This omission was probably deliberate 
and may be wise; there is the danger of duplicating 
other anthologies and it is easy to allow a volume, 
designed to be helpful to many people, to become 
“highbrow.” But a judicious selection from such 
sources in the place of some items given, which could 
easily be picked out, would, in my opinion, make a 
richer book. 

In any case “Wings of Healing“ can be recom- 
mended as well adapted to be put into the hands of 
people of all ages and sorts and conditions, as cer- 
tain to do anyone good. May its ministry of light and 
healing be extended through at least nine more edi- 
tions!

Episcopal Radio Mission 

An Episcopal Radio Mission was conducted during 
July, each Sunday afternoon at 4:30, over the radio 
station KTAB, Oakland, by the Rev. C. W. Nelson of 
Old St. John’s Church. The subjects for the first 
series of broadcasts under the general topic of “The 
Church” were as follows: June 17—“The Church; 
What Is It?” June 24—-“Why a Creed?” July 1— 
“Why a Sacramental Faith?” July 8—“Why a 
Ritual?” July 15—‘*What Is Required of a Church- 
man?” July 22—“What Has the Church to Offer 
You?” | 

This mission was supported entirely by voluntary 
offerings and donations and it is hoped that it will be 
financially possible to extend the initial series of six 
broadcasts into a second series of four or five months 
during the fall and winter. To make this possible an 
effort is being made to secure eighty pledges of 25 
cents per Sunday for a four or five month period, 
payable monthly, which will defray the cost of the 
broadcasting facilities. 

The mission has met with such enthusiastic and in- 
terested approval from both churchmen and non- 
churchmen that it is hoped the necessary support will 
be given to insure its continuance.

Under the able presidency of Rev. E. A. Lowther 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church North and vastor 
of the Temple Methodist Church, the Church Federa- 
tion of San Francisco experienced a successful year 
in 1933. During 1934, until the last of May, Rev. 
Charles P. Deems, former rector of Trinity Episcopal 
Church, was president—being succeeded on that date 
in the presidency for the balance of the year by the 
Rev. J. C. McPheeters of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South. The federation looks forward with 
assurance of continued success. 


Dean J. Wilmer Gresham is a member-at-large of 
the executive committee and was formerly a presi- 
dent of the federation. Rev. J. P. Turner is ovr de- 
nominational representative on the executive council 
of the federation. Rev. John Collins is temporary 
chairman of the radio commission, arranging weekly 
broadcasts. Mrs. Harry M. Sherman is the chairman 
of the women’s commission of the federation and 
Mrs. Gray co-operates with this commission in carry- 
ing on her work among the women in the jails. Car- 
roll B. Crawford is a member of the Commission on 
Religious Education. The writer is chairman cf the 
finance committee of the federation. 


The objects for which the federation is working are 
warmly approved by Bishop Parsons, who is chair- 
man of the committee appointed by our General Con- 
vention for conferences on church unity with the 
Lutherans, Methodists and Presbyterians. He was sec- 
retary of the section on church unity during the 
Lambeth Conference of 1930 and also is a member 
of the continuation committee of the World Confer- 
ence on Faith and Order, which meets again in 1937. 
That our Bishop is thus prominently identified with 
the world movement toward Christian unity is a mat- 
ter of immediate interest to the Diocese of Califcrnia 
and to Episcopalians generally. 


The Church Federation is an effective organization 
for the correlation, in full accordance with denomi- 
national loyalties, of common religious enterprises 
among the churches of San Francisco and vicinity 
and the promotion locally of the spirit of Christian 
unity as exemplified at the Lambeth conferences of 
1920 and 1930, our General conventions of 1925, 1928 
and 1931 and the Lausanne Conference of 1927. The 
federation has the endorsement of our Convocation 
and nearly all non-Roman churches in San Francisco 
share in the modest expense of its maintenance. In 
past years relatively few of our Church people have 
participated, though generously, in contributions by 
our Church. It is to be hoped that, in view of all the 
facts above stated, the ideals for which the federation 
stands and what it is accomplishing, other Episco- 
palians will wish to share.in its moral and financial 
support. Any sum, however modest, will be welcome.
